Key Senate 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Mired in a filibuster, the 

_ Senate made little progress in its long-awaited abortion 

debate Aug. 16-20. But it set the stage for at least one and 

perhaps two key votes on abortion shortly after it returns 
Sept. 8 from a Labor Day recess. 


Before recessing the Senate agreed to vote Sept. 9 — 
the day after it returns — on a motion to shut off the 
abortion filibuster. Sixty votes are needed for the motion 
to pass. 


Leuken followers convicted 


for Communion ‘kneel-ins’

ANTIGONISH, Nova Scotia — Convictions of six 
people for disturbing religious services by refusing to 
stand for Communion followed more than two years of 
such behavior in church, according to Bishop William 
Power of Antigonish. 


“It’s unfortunate that the media thought just kneeling 
at Communion was the problem. We would never raise a 
fuss about that. They were charged with what amounts to 
disturbing the peace,’’ Bishop’ Powers said. 

THE GROUP of five women and one man are said to 
be followers of Veronica Leuken, a housewife from 
Bayside, N.Y., who believes the Blessed Virgin has 
appeared to her on numerous occasions and given 

teachings on the state of the world and of the Church, 
particularly with regard to the changes since Vatican 
Council II. 


Officials in Mrs. Leuken’s home Diocese of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., have said the alleged apparitions’ have ‘‘no 
credibility.’ 

Bishop Power said the group had stood for the 


sacrament until about four years ago when they became - 


interested in the Bayside phenomenon. 


ROSEANNE Skoke-Graham, Kathryn Skoke, 
Christopher MacFarlane, Veronica MacFarlane, Rosalie 
Hafey and Margaret Martin were charged with the 
offense June 27 after kneeling for Communion at Our 
Lady of Lourdes Church in Stellarton, Nova Scotia. They 
were convicted and given six-month suspended sentences 
Aug. 20. 


“One of the things coming out of Bayside is that to

WASHINGTON (NC) — The teaching of Pope John 
Paul II calls for ‘‘fundamental reforms in our (U.S.) 
economy,’’ said Ronald Krietemeyer, director of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference’s: Office of Domestic Social 
Development, in his office’s 1982 Labor Day Statement. 


A “‘free market economic system’’ that assumes ‘‘a 
permanent pool of unemployed workers’’ is ‘‘totally 
unacceptable from the perspective of the Church’s 
teaching on economic justice,’’ Krietemeyer said. 


HE FOCUSED ‘his 3,000-word 1982 Labor Day 
Statement on the “‘profound challenge’’ of Pope John 
Paul’s encyclical, On Human Work, to the U.S. economic 
system and its reliance on unemployment as a factor built 
into the system. 


The annual Labor Day Statement is published by the 
USCC office headed. by Krietemeyer, but is a personal 
statement by the author, not a formal statement of the 
U.S. bishops or the USCC. For many years, Msgr. 
George Higgins, USCC labor specialist, wrote the 
statement. 


“While unemployment is at its worst point since the 
Great Depression, many people seem to be accepting high 
unemployment as.a necessary means of wringing inflation 
out of the economy,’’ wrote Krietemeyer. ‘“‘It is 
considered by some to be a normal feature of our modern 
society...Such thinking is totally unacceptable from the 
perspective of the Church’s teaching on economic justice. 
Work is a basic human right.’’ 

THE BISHOPS’ domestic social development 
director deplored ‘‘a growing anti-government sentiment 
and a move toward weakening the public role in 
managing the economy”’ in the United States. . ~ ; 


AT THE SAME time Senate Majority Leader 
Howard H. Baker Jr. (R-Tenn.) told the Senate he still 
intends, on the Senate’s first day back, to open debate on 
the Hatch constitutional amendment on abortion. Baker 
said he hopes the Senate will agree to an eight-hour 
debate on the Hatch proposal with a vote also to take 
place Sept. 9. 


The Senate filibuster was aimed at a proposal by Sen. 
Jesse Helms (R-N.C.) linking together the abortion and 
school prayer issues. 


Helms’ proposal, the precise wording of which was not 
unveiled until the third day of the debate, would 
Permanently restrict federal funding of abortion and 
would prohibit the federal courts from ruling on cases 
involving school prayer. 


IT DIFFERS substantially from earlier proposals by 
Helms for a ‘‘human life bill.”’ Dropped from the new 
proposal was a section extending to the unborn the 
protection of ‘‘personhood”’ in the 14th Amendment to 
the Constitution. 

But the new proposal, which argues that the U.S. 
Supreme Court “‘erred”’ in its 1973 abortion rulings, also 
would give states the right to appeal directly to the high 
court whenever a lower court invalidates state laws which 
restrict or prohibit abortion. 


Helms at one point during the debate admitied that the 
personhood section of his bill was dropped because it 
appeared it could not pass. 


ALTHOUGH SEVERAL senators participated in the 
filibuster, the two primary speakers were Sens. Bob 
Packwood (R-Ore.) and Lowell P. Weicker Jr. 
(R-Conn.). Both charged Helms with attempting to strip 
power from the federal judiciary on the abortion and 
school prayer issues. ; 


Weicker, occasionally shouting toward the tourist-filled 
Senate galleries, said school prayer proponents were 
attempting to wear their religion on their sleeve. 


““There is no greater mischief that can be created than 
to combine the power of religion with the power of 
government,”’ said Weicker, ‘‘and history has shown us 
that time and time and time again.”’ : 

BUT SEN. JEREMIAH Denton (R-Ala.) maintained 
that the Founding Fathers would be -“‘spinning in their 
graves’’ if they knew prayer services were not permitted 
in public schools. 

“I simply believe that it is better not to prohibit prayer 
in school than to prohibit it,’? Denton said.

Vatican bank head 
sharply criticized

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Cardinal Giovanni Benelli 


of Florence has criticized the administration of the 
Vatican bank, headed since 1971 by U.S. Archbishop 
Paul C. Marcinkus, while Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
papal secretary of state, said that many things still need to 
be clarified regarding the bank’s dealings. 


Archbishop Marcinkus has been under fire over his 
handling of the bank’s affairs and especially its ties with 
the Banco Ambrosiano, which was liquidated by the 
Italian government Aug. 6. 


CARDINAL BENELLI, the 61-year-old archbishop 
of Florence who for many years had been one of the most 
powerful figures in the Vatican as undersecretary of state 
under Pope Paul VI, told the Italian weekly newspaper, J/ 
Sabato, that the Vatican bank, known formally as the 
Institute for Religious Works, had no problems when it 


was headed by the late Cardinal Alberto di Jorio; 
edecessor'as bank president. 


~ ‘As long as there was Cardinal di Jorio, everything 
was calm because he was a man of great prudence,”’ said 
Cardinal Benelli. 


After Cardinal di Jorio’s death the Vatican bank 
continued to function without much interference from 
other Vatican agencies or from the pope, he said. 


“‘IF THERE WAS any imprudence, it was because of 
incompetence and inexperience,’’ he said. ‘‘But that the 
Church could now be involved in speculation...no, no, 
this is false.’’ 


Cardinal Benelli hinted to reporters Aug. 24 in Rio de 
Janeiro that he thought Archbishop Marcinkus ought to 
resign. ‘‘In the Church no one keeps a post forever.”’ 

Archbishop Marcinkus, a native of Cicero, Ill., has not 
commented ‘publicly on the specifics of the relationship 
between the Vatican bank and the Banco Ambrosiano, 
which had been Italy’s largest private bank.

kneeling, but then they seemed to think this was giving 
tacit approval to the apparitions.”’ 


Pamphlets promoting Bayside began to appear in 
mailboxes, Bishop Powers said, and the ‘‘protest’’ 
extended to other parts of the Mass when the six refused 
the sign of peace and began standing, sitting or kneeling 
at times not in accordance with the order of the Mass. 


‘“‘PEOPLE STOOD it in charity as long as they could, 
but finally decided the civil court route was the only way 
to go,’’ the bishop said. Seite: 


“An earlier charge of trespassing — made when the 
group knelt outside the church — was dropped, Bishop 
Power added. a 


The current charge was brought by members of the 


parish council when the insistence on kneeling led to a 


disturbance in the church, he said. 


A SPOKESMAN for the Canadian Conference of 
Catholic Bishops in Ottawa said there is no Canadawide 
ruling on standing or kneeling for Communion. Each 
bishop can decide it for his diocese.

ARCHDIOCESE SUED — Eleven Denver-area 
morticians have sued the archdiocese there for at least 
$4.5 million in actual and punitive damages for what they 
said was unfair competition, conspiracy and restraint of 
trade in the operation of a mortuary at Mt. Olivet 
Cemetery. The morticians charged that the archdiocesan 
mortuary, which began operations last year, competes 
with them unfairly by selling funeral services below cost 
and by obtaining free advertising in the Denver Catholic. 
The morticians also want the Church to lose all tax 
exemptions on its property and schools; the archdiocese 
said the suit is a “‘nuisance’’ and without merit. 


‘RELEASE HIM’ — ‘‘Release Lech Walesa or make 
it possible for him to speak as a free man,”’ said the Polish 
primate, Archbishop Jozef Glemp, before some 200,000 
pilgrims gathered at Czestochowa to celebrate their 
national patronal feast. The religious festival had marked 
political overtones and was the largest crowd permitted to 
gather in Poland since the Communist government 
imposed martial law last December. 


MARXISM REJECTED — The Catechetical Office 
of the Chilean Bishops’ Conference has rejected assertions 
by an anti-Communist group that Marxist ideas have 
“contaminated priests and bishops’’ in Chile. ‘‘The trend 
is to attribute to Marxist influence any protest by 
Catholics against social injustice, thus ignoring the real 
roots of such injustice,’’ said-Christian Brother Enrique 
Garcia, director of the office.

Ms. Skoke-Graham, a lawyer, plans to appeal the 
conviction, since she believes the ruling now makes it a 
criminal offense to kneel during Communion. 


She said that she considers the ruling not only a 
violation of her own religious rights and freedoms but also 
a case of the state intervening in a purely Church matter 
that should be resolved by the Church itself. 


NEITHER THE bishop nor any of the priests 
involved had ever spoken to the group about their beliefs 
or answered their request for a meeting, she said. 

While stating that ‘“‘to have stood would have 
compromised her religious beliefs,’’ Mrs. Skoke-Graham 
denied that she had ever discussed or promoted her belief 
in the Bayside apparitions. She did say that she considers 
them to be authentic. 
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MORE DELAY? — A bill providing for tuition tax 
credits, already delayed in the Senate Finance Committee 
until after Labor Day, could be further delayed or even 
killed, supporters claim, because of disagreements over 
provisions to ensure that the credits are not claimed for 
tuition paid to schools that discriminate racially. Sen. Bill 
Bradley (D-N.J.) plans to introduce amendments to 
strengthen the anti-discrimination provisions in the 
Reagan administration’s bill by giving the Internal 
Revenue Service and the Justice Department 
enforcement authority. Msgr. Daniel Hoye, general 
secretary of the U.S. Catholic Conference, said the 
coalition supporting tax credits could collapse if Bradley’s 
amendments are passed with the ‘‘open-ended 
involvement of the IRS in the policy of individual 
schools.”’ 


MALTA TROUBLE? — Pope John Paul II met in a 
private audience with Archbishop Joseph Mercieca of 
Malta over church-state controversy on the tiny island 
‘nation which has led to several threats of violence against 
the prelate.

After six years in Sacramento as 
executive director of the California 
Catholic Conference, Msgr. John Dickie 
has returned to the diocese to direct a 
program of parish renewal which, he 
insists, is not so much a program as a 
“*process.’” 


And the unique thing about this 
process called RENEW, a structured, 
formal period of intense evangelization 
for clergy, Religious and laity alike, is 
that in the final analysis it depends for its 
success on the power of prayer. 


“SHARED PRAYER is a rich 
experience,’’ said Msgr. Dickie, ‘‘and the 
number-one thing everyone can do is 
pray for the success of the program and 
that we make the right decisions, 
decisions that are best for the diocese.”’ 


RENEW originated in the Archdiocese 
of Newark, N.J., and has accomplished 
much in the way of renewal, lay 
participation, evangelization and Mass 
attendance there and in a number of other 
dioceses which have adopted it, said 
Msgr. Dickie. 


It first came to the attention of Father 
Raymond Kirk, pastor of Our Lady of 
the Sacred Heart Church, and several 
other priests of the diocese, as a result of 
summer workshops, and they in turn 
brought it tothe attention of Bishop 
Maher, who last summer sent the 
diocesan vicars forane (deans) to Newark 
to see the program for themselves. 


RENEW WAS introduced to the 
diocese (priests, Religious and laity) at a 
series of meetings last March, and with 
the assignment of Msgr. Dickie full-time 
and the establisment of an office across 
from St. Francis Seminary, a three-year 
timetable has been set in motion which, 
hopefully, will see RENEW begin on the 
parish level next year. 


Catechist courses

SAN DIEGO — The Office of 
Religious Education is offering a series of 
basic catechist courses at various centers 
throughout the diocese beginning this 
month.

courses starting at Our Lady of Mt. 
Carmel Church in Penasquitos. 


Sue Paul is the contact at Ascension 
parish in Tierrasanta, which will meet at 
9 a.m. beginning Oct. 9. Two other 
parishes will also begin the courses in 
October; they are St. Mark in San 
Marcos (Sister Lila Dempsey) and St. 
James, Solana Beach (Anne Tisi). 


ALSO PLANNED for this fall are 
basic catechist centers at Our Lady of the 
Rosary Church, San Diego; St. Charles, 
Imperial Beach; and Our Mother of 
Confidence, University City. 


In addition, three more centers are 
scheduled for the spring of 1983. They are 
St. Therese, San Diego; Santa Sophia, 
Spring Valley; and a yet-to-be- 
determined location in the Imperial 
Valley.

The heart of RENEW is to be found in 
small groups that will meet together, pray 
together, read scripture together, study 
the RENEW materials together, and 
share themselves with each other during 
the six-week ‘‘semesters’’ that will make 
up the second and third years. 


But first, said Msgr. Dickie, priests and 
parishioners will be reintroduced to 
RENEW and asked to make the basic 
commitment to the process; this basic 
groundwork will occupy the next 12 
months. 


THE FIRST year’s timetable calls for 
a sign-up period from now until 
Christmas; sometime during the early 
part of next year (no later than February, 
1983), said Msgr. Dickie, those parishes 
embarking on RENEW will send a ‘‘core 
team’’ of four people away for what he 
termed an ‘‘overnight experience.”’ 


The four will include the pastor and 
one other parish staff member, and two 
laity (a man and woman from the parish), 
who will continue to meet together and 
pray together after that. This core group 
will then be expanded to include up to 
eight additional parishioners, and all will 
go to training sessions during the 
following spring (March-June, 1983). 

With final preparations, logistics and 
committees taken care of by the end of 
next summer, RENEW itself will begin 
that fall; the core groups, Msgr. Dickie 
emphasized, will have already been 
meeting and praying together for a full six 
months by the time the _ six-week 
“‘semesters’’ of study begin in small 
groups throughout the parish. 


THE MATERIAL being studied, 
talked about and prayed about in the 
small sharing groups can even become 
part of the Sunday liturgy, said Msgr. 
with music and homilies 
reinforcing and further explaining the 


RENEW message. The individual ~ 


sharing groups can adapt the materials in 

any number of ways to meet their own 
needs, he added; with enough groups 
meeting on a number of different days 
and at different times, all parishioners will 
have an opportunity to become part of the 
RENEW process. 


“‘What we are trying to do is bring 
people together for prayer and 
understanding and sharing the Gospel 
message so that it becomes part of their 
lives,’’ said Msgr. Dickie. ‘‘And what we 
want are people who will really be 
involved in lay ministry, people who can 
come together for mutual support.”’ 


“I’M HOPING that the priests will 
share and pray regularly in one of the 
small parish groups,’’ said Msgr. Dickie. 
“‘T know from my own life that there’s 
been a real richness when I have allowed 
myself to become involved with a group of 
people making a journey. It’s that 
difference between giving a retreat and 
making one.”’ 


Of the dioceses nationwide that are 
already embarked on RENEW, only one 
has less than 85 per cent of its parishes 
taking part, and most have much better 
than a 90 per cent participation rate, said 
Msgr. Dickie, who emphasized that in the 
final analysis, the pastor “‘must do it.”’ 


All RENEW materials and training 
will be available in English as well as 
Spanish, noted Msgr. Dickie; he expects 
a high response from the pastors, he 
added, judging from interest expressed in 
RENEW during the priests’ retreat last 
June. 


‘“*THE BOTTOM line in RENEW is 
prayer and the success of the small groups 
meeting weekly in the parishes,’’ said 
Msgr. ‘‘It will allow people to develop 
naturally as community, and give them a 


“sense of what it means to be really 


committed Christians.’’ 


What does RENEW hold for the future 
in our own diocese? 


“I’m not making any promises,”’ said 


Msgr. Dickie. ‘‘But I think people will be 
surprised by what’s happening....’’

American cynics 


There is a serious problem in this country of the citizens 
not believing their government. It is especially evident 
when it comes to foreign policy statements. It seems that a 
majority of people are more apt to believe the spokesmen of 
Central American goverments, for example, than our own 
State Department. It must be said that the many foiled 
attempts by the State Department to prove its case in 
Central America make credibility difficult. 


Now evidence is reported that Americans are losing trust 
in each other. A kind of national cynicism is growing in the 
land. 


A recent report of surveys taken by two professors at 
Boston University shows that Americans believe that 
morality in this country is going to the dogs. 

One of the surveys was taken both in Europe and the 
U.S. Housewives with children living at home, all with 
average income or higher, between the ages of 22 and 50 — 
so called ‘‘culture bearers’? — were polled. 


European women proved to be more cynical than 
Americans — but we are catching up. 


The first question-asked was: ‘‘People pretend to care 
more about one another than they really do.’’ European 
women agreed by 74 percent; 61 percent of Americans 
agreed. 


Another question: ‘‘People claim to have ethical 
standards regarding honesty and morality, but few stick to 
them when money is at stake.’’ In Europe, 85 percent 
thought the statement was true and in the U.S., again, 61 
percent. 


A third question: ‘‘Most people will tell a lie if they can 
gain by it.’’ Europe — 82 percent agreed; U.S. — 65 
percent agreed. 

Two-thirds of American women were in solid agreement 
with the statements which are contradictory to Judeo- 
Christian moral principles. 


The second survey appeared in a recent issue of 
Psychology Today. It reports a survey of some 24,100 readers 
~ of the magazine who are defined as elite, well-educated, 
young, and again, predominantly female. 


But the results are similar to the first survey. ‘‘More 
people have cheated on their marriage partners than on 
their tax returns or expense accounts.’’ Nearly half 
admitted to taking unnecessary sick days. Two-thirds had 
cheated on examinations or school assignments, and 93 
percent admitted consistently breaking speed limits. 


However, the second survey showed the most significant 
predictor of a person’s moral behavior seems to be religious 
commitment. 

The surveyors conclude that either the United States is 
simply going through a bleak period or there is a steady 
erosion of moral standards. 

They see the need to turn to outside forces to inculcate 
inner values. Authoritarianism, it seems, will not be 
accepted — but a hands-off policy by our traditional 
institutions has not been effective. 

The surveyed indicated they realized the need for a high 
regard for morals and strict guidelines for standard modes 
of behavior. 

The ‘‘high regard’’ is needed as an antidote for cynicism 
and the “‘strict guidelines’’ will be accepted as a result of 
confidence that what is right can be known and practiced to 
the eventual betterment of society.

Nuclear ‘apocalypse’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Nuclear dissuasion ‘‘cannot be 
considered a final goal or an appropriate and secure means for 
safeguarding international peace,’’ Pope John Paul II said in a 
message to scientists participating in a seminar on nuclear war. 


Pope John Paul appealed to the scientists to highlight ‘‘the 
senseless and catastrophic effects of war’’ in order to ‘‘foster a 
culture — the only culture worthy of man — based on the 
perennial values of truth and love.’’ 


The scientists participating in the seminar ‘‘are in a better 
position than others to gauge the apocalyptic effects of a nuclear 
war; in particular the unheard of sufferings and the tremendous 
destruction of human lives and works of civilization,’’ Pope John 
Paul said. ‘“You can more easily ascertain that the logic of 
nuclear dissuasion cannot be considered a final goal or an 
appropriate and secure means for safeguarding international 
peace.”’ 


‘*The balance of nuclear weapons is a balance of terror,’’ the 
pope said. ‘‘It has already used up too many of mankind’s 
resources for death-dealing works and instruments. And it is 
continuing to absorb immense intellectual and physical energies, 
directing scientific research away from the promotion of the most 
authentic human values and toward the production of destructive 
devices.’’ 


‘*In this way,’’ he continued, ‘‘science itself is degraded and is 
in a sense emptied of its deepest meaning; the discovery of the 
universal and immutable laws that govern nature, so as to offer 
man a dominion consisting in conscious docile adherence to the 
loving purposes that the Creator entrusted to nature from the 
beginning.”’ 


Both science and religion are involved in bringing about God’s 
plans for man, the pope said, adding that man ‘‘has the awesome 
responsibility of making decisions either in harmony or in 


_ contrast with those plans and thus creating a culture either of love 


or of hatred.’’

Nuns on the Hatch Amendment 


Looking for a timely topic for this column while on vacation 
last week, I noticed an enticing listing in the ‘‘Spirit’’ section of 
People Weekly magazine: ‘“Two nuns, Sister Margaret Traxler 
and Sister Donna Quinn, take on their Church’s right-to-life 
stand.’”’ I found the headline even more enticing: ‘‘Serenely 
silent no longer, two angry nuns battle their bishops over the 
issue of abortion.”’ 


The news event serving as the basis of the feature article took 
place in April, when the National Coalition of American Nuns 
(NCAN) went on record as opposed to passage of the Hatch 
Amendment. Designed to reverse ,jthe 1973 Supreme Court 
decision legalizing abortion, the Hatch Amendment is one of 
three pro-life bills scheduled for debate by the Senate this 
summer. 


Just how Sisters Traxler and Quinn are to be credited for 
presentation and approval of the NCAN resolution against the 
Hatch Amendment, the People article does not detail. It seems to 
suggest, however, that as founder and current president, 
respectively, of the 1,800-member NCAN, the two nuns were 
largely responsible for that resolution which ‘‘...sparked an 
uproar by breaking with the national Conference of Bishops over 
the abortion issue.”’ 


It would appear possible that some of the uproar has occurred 
among the NCAN membership itself and within other groups of 
women religious who feel misrepresented by NCAN. 
Unfortunately, however, if there are any nuns who feel mis- 
represented by Sisters Traxler and Quinn, they will probably not 
be judged ‘‘spirited’’ or ‘‘angry’’ enough to find their way into 
the pages of People.

Of course there’s a connection between religion and 
Christian charity. But it should not be mistaken for 
sentiment. Charity is not contrived; it is artless; it is 
spontaneous.

There are warm parish bulletins which contain homey 
little anecdotes, friendly bits and hints, little one-liners to 
zing you. Sometimes you get the impression that

sentimental warm weather announcer on NBC’s Today 
show. 


We must have regard for the natural inclinations of 
people. They may be shy. They may not want unreal and 
contrived sentiment. Some people do feel that in God’s 
house there is a need for, if not restraint, at least 


VERY LIKELY we will deny the fear, or find some 
kind of rationalization that leaves our self-esteem intact. 
But, generally speaking, it seems that we are afraid of 
losing ourselves — of giving ‘“‘too much’’ and: finding 
ourselves bereft; of risking vulnerability and finding pain; 
of releasing defenses and finding ourselves vanquished; of 
losing identity. In effect, the fear is of dying, in one way 
or another. 


Perhaps it is easier when faced with the fact of our 
dying, to come to real abandonment — I don’t know. 
Perhaps things are clearer then and we may see the whole 
of a vision which we have only glimpsed in part before. 
Perhaps it is just that God seems very close and very 
tender and so alters our perspective of life. Perhaps it is 
that we are perforce stripped of many preoccupations 
and, in our incapacitation, removed from many worries, 
so that we become more acutely aware of the reality that 
all our worldliness obscured before. 


Whatever it is, the faith and acceptance of those who 
suffer like this young father, is a blessing of great value to 
us who observe them. And we should hear their question 
and reflect deeply on it, because there is an other-worldly 
wisdom to it. Are you afraid of love? 


moderation. There are persons who do not want to get 
involved in those blowsy signs of peace, dress rehearsals 
for love fests, the over-done kind. 


' THERE HAPPENS occasionally, in the conduct of 
parish business and affairs, a desire to emulate the TV 
commercial. The warm huckstering, the quality to disarm 
you, meanwhile asking you particularly to shell out a little 
more. In such cases warm can become a business, and is 
alien to Christian charity. 


Parish life is not ‘‘warmedy.’’ Christian family life 


_ (and parish life) is a call for us to be honest and sincere 


with one another, but not to put down one another by 
demeaning jokes or quips made at another’s expense. For 
what warmedy cannot cover up is the hurt or the pain. 
What we must recognize is the need of individuals in a 
parish or family circle to be treated with dignity, with 
respect, and with consideration. All of those fit, not warm, 
but charity. 


Conscience formation 


There is probably no question more urgent in 
contemporary moral thought than the formation of 


‘ conscience. We all grew up ‘knowing the fundamental 
principle that ultimately we must always ‘‘follow our , 


conscience.’’ 


While this counsel is true enough, the question itself is 
urgent because more and more people do not really 
understand what this means. 


PERHAPS A hypothetical story might assist us in 
detailing some of the basic elements that must be present 
in conscience formation. 


Three umpires were talking. The first said, ‘‘I call 
them (balls and strikes) they way they are.’’ The second 
said, ‘‘I call them they way I see them.’’ And the third 
said, ‘‘They are balls and strikes because I call them that 


ced 


way. 


This story présents in simple form the dilemma that 
many people face in forming a good conscience. Some 
people (the first umpire) think of a good conscience as 
something in conformity with objective reality. 


Other people (the second umpire) identify conscience 
with relativity: whatever seems right as the moment. 


AND STILL others (the third umpire) view conscience 
as total subjectivity: right is whatever I determine is right. 
It is not surprising that conscience is often understood 
in totally objective or totally subjective terms, since, in its 
long history, these two ends of the spectrum have often 


_ been used. 


Sometimes, for example,.conscience has been described 
as an ‘‘inner voice’’ which whispers directions. It has also 
been identified-as a ‘‘guilt complex’’ which accompanies 


the performance of evil actions. 


‘“‘THE VOICE of God”’ and ‘‘the guardian angel”’ 
are other names often given to conscience. 


In all of these approaches, however, conscience takes 
on either a highly subjective or highly objective character: 
it is listening to the voice within me or the command from 
an outer authority which must be followed explicitly. 


More correctly, we need to appreciate conscience in a 
broader and more accurate definition. 


First, conscience comes from two Latin words which 
mean ‘‘with’? (con) and ‘“‘knowledge’’ (scientia). 
Conscience always has to do with a ‘‘knowing”’ that takes 
place in a community. 


Why? Because even if a person’s motives and attitudes 
are secret and personal, his or her actions flow from these 
attitudes and thus are public property. 


Conscience, then, is neither a voice nor a feeling. 
Conscience is not simply a matter of personal motive. It is 
always a process of coming to a moral decision within a 
community of persons. To follow one’s conscience, then, 
is not simply a matter of ‘‘doing one’s own thing.”’ 


SECOND, CONSCIENCE formation relies heavily 
on the fact that each person sustains a basic sense of value, 
a deep awareness of good and bad. ‘‘Formation’’ builds 
on this root capacity for self-direction by carefully and 
prudently considering all possible aspects which can affect 
a moral decision. 


In other words, as one struggles to form a good 


. conscience, one should honestly consider: 


(a). one’s faith: if I am a believer, my faith must 
influence ail my actions and judgments; 


(6) one’s sense of responsibility: if I shoot an arrow into 
a forest, I might not be aware of its precise landing, but I 
am nonetheless responsible for where it lands; 


(c) one’s context: i.e., the foreseeable effects of one’s 
actions; e.g., what is going on? who is involved? what if I 
do this? and 


(d) pertinent rules, principles and guidelines. 


IN LIGHT of this final consideration (d), the 
Church’s official teachings on any given subject must 
remain normative for the Catholic. These normative 
teachings thus form one of these essential ingrediants in 
conscience formation. 


Third, conscience always involves prudent moral 
decisions. Traditional theology described the prudent 
person as truthful, wise, docile, alert, unbiased, 
deliberate and not given to utilitarianism, In other words, 
one’s illusions may never be substituted for reality. 


Finally, a balanced conscience will never compromise 
and simply choose the easiest path or the most efficient or 
simple decison. Conscience formation is always a process 


of ‘‘thinking with’’ the four points (a,b,c,d) mentioned 


earlier. 


PERHAPS USING the story of the three umpires as a 
guide, each of us should honestly think about the process 
we use in forming our conscience. 


Conscience is the process of thinking by which a 
decision is reached, a process that never seeks the easiest 
end, ‘but always strives for the most. caring and ethical 
objective. 
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Labor Day ’82: Record unemployment vs. basic human dignity 


JOBLESS RATES 
The Nation’s Hardest Hit Job Markets

WASHINGTON (NC) — As the nation continues to 
struggle with record unemployment this Labor Day, 
Congress is nearing final approval of a new job training 
program that would replace the much-maligned 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act. 


Currently in a House-Senate conference, the new 
program basically would drop the ‘‘E’’ from CETA: it 
would become strictly a training program rather than a 
program with both job training and employment 
components. 


THAT HAS SOME members of Congress concerned. 
They say the federal government in times of high 
unemployment should be providing training 
opportunities as well as public service jobs. 


But because the CETA program is due to expire later 
this year and because a program limited to job training is 
better. than no program at all, both the Senate (95-0) and 
the House (356-52) overwhelmingly approved similar 
versions of the new program this summer. 


While the U.S. bishops have not taken a position on 
this particular measure, several bishops and other Church 
officials in recent months have expressed concern over the 
current high unemployment. Montana’s two Catholic 
bishops, for instance, stressed in a Labor Day statement 
the need to develop employment opportunities for all 
those willing to work. 


EXPERTS ACKNOWLEDGE that the nation’s 
unemployment problems stem not just from too few jobs 
but from lack of qualified applicants for many existing 
jobs. At the same time many jobs — such as some in 
heavy manufacturing — are becoming obsolete. Workers 
being laid off from those jobs find they lack the skills to 
move into other employment. 


That was partly the reason for the creation in 1973 of 
the CETA program, which consolidated several existing 
programs into a comprehensive system of public jobs, 
education, training and other services aimed at reducing 
unemployment and helping move workers into new fields. 


But as the CETA budget grew to $10 billion the 
program gained more opponents. By comparison the new 
job training program is expected to carry an annual price 
tag of $3.8 billion when fully implemented. 


ALLEGATIONS ALSO surfaced that many CETA 
employees were doing little more than ‘‘make work’’ on 
their jobs and that the training aspects of the program 
were not helping CETA workers find new jobs once their 
CETA contracts expired. 


Supporters of the new program cite its increased 
reliance on private industry in planning the training 
mechanisms. Critics, however, contend private industry 
never played the role it could have played in the training 
aspects of CETA. 


One other major point of debate — and a key 
difference between the House and Senate bills — is the 
issue of paying trainees in the program. 

UNDER THE Senate bill, paying a stipend or 
allowance to a worker participating in a training program 
would be virtually prohibited. That’s because the Senate 


wants as much of the money as possible to go toward 
actual training. 


But some are concerned that prohibiting stipends or 
allowances will mean that many individuals with no other 
means of support will be unable to participate in long- 
term training projects. Without income they would be

AGAINST THE resurgence of free market economic 
ideology Krietemeyer posed the principles developed by 
Pope John Paul in On Human Work. 


“Tt will be a loss of immense proportions,”’ he said, “‘if 
American Catholics fail to read and understand’’ that 
encyclical. 


He noted that the pope’s analysis of labor and 
economic systems in the encyclical begins with the dignity 
of the worker and the priority of the worker over capital or 
production. 


“IF, AS THE encyclical argues, work is an ennobling 
experience that is essential to the fulfillment and the very 
existence of the human person, if it is basic to human 
dignity and to God’s own creative plan, then an economic 
policy which tolerates massive unemployment is clearly 
unacceptable. It violates the most basic principle of the 
dignity and priority of human labor,’’ said Krietemeyer. 


He added, “‘If, as the pope argues, the priority of labor 
is to be preserved, then systematic planning must be 
initiated to insure that the changes (in industry, trade and 
technology) which confront us will produce job security 
rather than unemployment, steady growth rather than 
stagflation, and social solidarity rather than national 
upheaval.’’ 


“‘The unencumbered workings of the market will not 
suffice. We need instead a new commitment to use the 
government as a tool for promoting the common good.

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‘Burden not being shared equally’ 


BALTIMORE (NC) — Current federal economic 
policies are unfair to many U.S. families, particularly 
poor families, said Auxiliary Bishop J. Francis Stafford of 
Baltimore. 


““My criticism of federal economic policies is not so 
much that these policies are causing pain, but that the 
burden is not being shared equitably,’”’ said Bishop 
Stafford, chairman of the U.S. Catholic Conference’s 
Commission on Marriage and Family Life. 


“IN THE United States today,’’ Bishop Stafford said, 
“‘many millions of poor, low and previously middle- 
~ income families are suffering from unemployment. Yet, 
when they look to the federal government for help, they 
are. met with cutbacks in financial assistance, the 
elimination of job training programs, and soaring interest 
rates that shackle economic growth. In return, they are 
offered tax cuts on salaries they only wish they could 
earn.”’ 


Bishop Stafford criticized five elements of federal 
economic policy in particular: 
* “The reduction of so-called ‘social programs.’ ’’ 


¢ “The transfer of massive sums to wealthy persons 
through tax policy changes.”’ 


¢ “The shift of federal spending toward significant 
defense increases.”’ 


¢ ‘The radical altering of regulatory posture.”’ 
e “The rise in interest rates.’’ 


“Despite much rhetoric about ‘safety nets’ and the 
‘truly needy,’ those who argue that poor and low-income 
families are somehow unscathed by the actual and 


economy 


We must forge a new and positive role for the public 
planning as a vehicle for a just and equitable economy.”’ 

NOTING THE papal encyclical’s emphasis on the role 
of the “indirect employer’? — the social institutions and 


structures that affect the employer’s relationship with his" 


workers — Krietemeyer said that, according to the pope, 
ultimately it is the government which is responsible for 
seeing to it that the common good is served by economic 
planning. 


He also pointed out that in the pope’s view such’ 


planning can be effective without being overly 
centralized, depersonalized, bureaucratic or 
undemocratic. 


Krietemeyer emphasized that the principles for 
economic justice in the encyclical are as critical of 
centralized state socialism as they are of free market 
capitalism. ‘‘His words may well produce a healthy dose 
of uneasiness on both ends of the political and economic 
spectrum,”’ he said. 


DESCRIBING AT another point the pope’s calls for 
worker participation in decision-making and worker 
ownership of the means of production, he commented, 
“These ideas do not fit neatly into the traditional 
ideological categories. Pope John Paul II goes beyond 
both capitalism and the extreme centralization of state 
socialism...What the pope argues for is a pluralistic 
economic democracy.’’ 


proposed cuts in social programs are either misinformed 
or being misleading,’’ Bishop Stafford said. ‘‘Vital social 
programs for the poor represent only about one-tenth of 
the total federal budget, yet last year they absorbed the 
brunt of the budget cuts.’’ 


ACKNOWLEDGING THE government’s argument 
that the new policies need time to work, Bishop Stafford 
said ‘‘the poor have no assurance that lost government 
benefits will be restored if the current economic and social 
programs somehow do not work.”’ : 


Concerning tax policy, Bishop Stafford said ‘‘the bulk 


of the benefits of the federal tax cuts are being given to a 
relatively small number of wealthy persons and large 
corporations.”’ 


“It is no exaggeration,’’ he continued, ‘‘to say that 
funds previously used to sponsor social programs are 
being turned over, through the tax cuts, to persons who 
cannot by any stretch of the imagination be considered 
‘needy.’ There is no assurance that these wealthy persons 
and corporations will save or invest these extra funds in a 
way that will help those needy who lost the social program 
benefits.” 


THE PROPOSED $1.6 trillion expenditure on 
defense over the next five years, Bishop Stafford said, 
represents an average of $40,000 per family in the United 
States. ‘‘Families will pay directly through their own tax 
payments and indirectly as businesses pass on their tax 
burden through higher prices.

Defense expenditures ‘‘are inflating the size of 
government, since military expenditure increases have 
more than offset the much-publicized cuts in social 
programs,’’ the bishop said. 


The administration’s proposed deregulation of energy 
will lead to a price increase which ‘‘will have its most 
devastating impact on those who can afford it least,’’ the 
bishop said. 

CRITICIZING THE administration’s attempt to 
weaken some regulations governing workplace safety, 
Bishop Stafford said, ‘‘It is relatively clear that those most 
at risk from reduced regulations of standards would be 
workers who, presumably at least, would share less of the 
benefits of reduced regulation , than company 
shareholders.”’

“‘conscious policy decision to push up interest rates as a 
means of controlling inflation,’’ saying it was ‘‘little more 
than the decision to create massive unemployment.” 
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Abortion in India called ‘ironic’ 


HONG KONG (NC) -- A growing trend in India 


toward routinely aborting female babies is causing a ~ 


controversy marked by irony. 


The trend was reported by Asiaweek, a weekly news 
magazine published in Hong Kong, in its Aug. 20 
edition. 


ASIAWEEK SAID the practice was causing ‘‘a 
nationwide furor among women’s organizations.”’ 


It said the women’s organizations were calling for 
government action. Ironically, it was women’s 
- organizations which in India, as elsewhere, were among 
leading proponents of liberalized abortion laws. 


Opus Dei now ‘personal prelature’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II has 
decided to establish Opus Dei, an international secular 
institute of priests and laity, as a personal prelature. 


A personal prelature is an international ‘‘Diocese’’ 
under its own bishop and outside the jurisdiction of local 
church authorities. : 

‘*The pope has decided on the erection of Opus Dei as 
a personal prelature,’’ said Father Romeo Panicroli, 
director of the Vatican press office, in a two-sentence 
‘announcement. ‘‘However, the publication of the 
relevant document has been postponed for technical 
reasons.”’ 


Unlike a diocese, whose bishop governs all church 
members within a certain geographical area, a personal 
prelature involves no territory. The members have a 
personal relationship to the prelate, or bishop, who heads 
the prelature. A canon lawyer compared it to the military 


vicariate, which consists of a country’s military chaplains 


under the jurisdiction of a military vicar. 

The members of Opus Dei, wherever they are located, 
would be members of the personal prelature, which would 
be exempt from diocesan jurisdiction. 

Founded in 1928, Opus Dei (latin for ‘‘work of God’’) 
received Vatican approval as a secular institute in 1950. It 
describes itself as ‘‘an association of the faithful, whose

The only vote during the debate came after Weicker 
and Sen.

forced to drop out of the training program and find what 
most likely is another dead-end job. 


The House-passed version allows the payment of 
subsistence allowances and stipends for individuals who 
need such payments and are receiving no other forms of 
public assistance. 


OTHERS ARGUE, though, that by including 
stipends or salaries the measure again could evolve into 
another ineffective job program with little training and 
little chance that participants would gain the ability to 
maintain subsequent employment. 


Many supporters of the bill still see a paradox, 
however, in the way funding for CETA and its successor 
are being cut while unemployment has gone up. Rep.

At least 50 private practitioners in Delhi are 
performing the controversial examinations for fees 
ranging from 500-1,000 rupees (U.S. $40 to $80), 
including an abortion if the test identifies an undesired 
sex, the magazine said. ; 


THE MAGAZINE said women’s organizations were 
describing the situation as ‘‘genocide of females’? and 
“‘murder in the womb.”’ 


‘ “Feminist Amrita Chhachhi argues that the most 
disturbing facet of the sex tests is the resultant sanction of 
abortion as a routine method of population control. Other 
women activists warn that the trend will lead to 
bridegrooms demanding in prenuptial negotiations that 
the prospective bride bear only sons.”’ 


Noting that some clinics conducting the sex tests were 
poorly equipped, Asiaweek said mistakes were occurring. 


IT NOTED that was ‘‘dramatically highlighted’’ last 
month ‘‘when three women who had been told they were 
carrying female fetuses chose to terminate — their 
pregnancies only to learn, after the abortions, that their 
unborn children had been males.’’ 


It said the women were planning to file lawsuits against 
the doctors who conducted the sex tests.

The Christian Action Council, a coalition of Protestant 
pro-life groups which supports Helms and opposes Hatch, 
said the vote on the Helms proposal — since it is being 
attached to a ‘‘must pass’’ piece of legislation — will be 
the only significant vote on abortion by Congress this 
year. 

But Douglas Johnson, legislative director of the 
National Right to Life Committee, which favors both the 
Helms and Hatch measures, said the Hatch vote also 
would be substantive partly because it now is the only 
Senate measure to directly restrict abortion rather than 
just abortion funding. 


‘SENATORS ARE not going to regard this as a 
meaningless vote,’’ said Johnson, who noted that the vote 
on Hatch at least would provide a ‘‘reading of the 
Senate’’ on the abortion issue. ; 

The Hatch amendment states that there is no right to 
abortion in the Constitution, and allows federal and state 
governments to reimpose abortion restrictions.

IN JULY Italian magistrate Pier Luigi d’Osso, who is 
investigating the Banco Ambrosiano for possible fraud 
regarding $1.4 billion in dubious loans, issued judicial 
communiques advising Archbishop Marcinkus and two 
other Vatican bank officials that they were under 
investigation. 


The others were Luigi Mennini, 71, the bank’s-top lay 


‘official, and Pellegrino de Stroebel, 70, the bank’s chief 


accountant. 


A JUDICIAL communique is.a formal notice that a 
person may be called for questioning regarding a special 
investigation. It usually contains accusations made 
against the person which could lead to the filing of formal 
charges. y 

“‘T have never done anything that could be considered, 
even in the slightest way, fraudulent,’’ Archbishop 
Marcinkus said in response. 


The Vatican and the archbishop have consistently 
declined to comment on reports quoting Italian 
investigators as saying that the Vatican bank gave the 
Banco Ambrosiano “‘letters of patronage’’ that were used 


by the Italian bank in making some of the high-risk loans 


through overseas subsidiaries. 


CARDINAL CASAROLI, Pope John Paul II’s top 
aide, said in. an interview with the Italian weekly 
magazine, Espresso, that ‘‘there are many things yet to be 
clarified,’’ especially regarding the letters of patronage. 


But he added, ‘‘In the opinion of experts, the tone of 
those letters, which are normal banking practice, is such 
that they do not necessarily imply total commitment. I 
believe there are limits to the links that many people think 
those letters give rise to.’’ 


“Italian banking sources have said the letters of 
patronage were signed by Mennini and De Stroebel and 
approved by Archbishop Marcinkus. 


THE CARDINAL said he expected a preliminary 
report “‘before autumn’’ from a three-man team of 
independent banking experts appointed June 13 to 
conduct a Vatican investigation of the links between its 
bank and the Banco Ambrosiano. 


The secretary of state denied that his recent 10-day visit 
to the United States had anything to do with the Banco 
Ambrosiano affair. 


“I. was forced not to have meetings with 
representatives of U.S. banks, in order to avoid giving 
credence to certain rumors,’’ he said. ‘‘An Italian- 
American banker wanted to meet with me strictly on a 
friendly basis, but I told him that it was better to cancel it, 
just for these. reasons.”’ ;

Victims don’t understand their own faith

Most Catholic youths don’t have enough of an 
understanding of basic Christianity to defend their faith 
against cult challenges, according to Kurt Van Gorden, a 
counseler and researcher with Pace Ministry of Santa 
Ana, Calif., an interdenominational organization of 
Christians helping former cultists. 


‘‘Parishes and schools are not teaching the basics,’’ he 
said. “‘Our Catholic youth today do not have the 
necessary background to argue their Christian beliefs and 
as a result are being fooled by cult scripture twisting.”’ 


VAN GORDEN said for example that The Way 
International —s like many cults as defined by youth 
counselors, clergymen and pychologists — denies the 
Trinity and other central Christian doctrines. But The 
Way also teaches members to speak in tongues. 


Victor Paul Wierwille, founder and leader. of the 
40-year-old Christian sect, ‘‘teaches his followers to speak 
in tongues through the ‘Power For Abundant Living 
class,’ ’’ said Van Gorden. 


‘““A cult member will say,‘‘We’re a Christian group 
and believe Jesus is God’s son, the same as you believe as 
a Catholic.’’ But what they’re saying is not that Jesus 
Christ is God the Son, but that he is God’s son. It’s a play 
on words,”’ said Barbara Conroy, a counselor with the 
Ministry of Cult Awareness in Baltimore, and whose 
daughter is a former cult member. 


““MY DAUGHTER, then 18-years-old, thought she 
was attending a bible study group,”’ said Mrs. Conroy. 
“The young man who called her told me, ‘‘We’re 


studying the Bible.’’ I had no way of knowing...and I 


didn’t know who to contact about its” 


Many Catholic educators are becoming as concerned 
about cult activity. among young people today as they 
have traditionally been about drugs and alcohol. But like 
many teen-age afflictions, the problem may go undetected 
until often times it is too late. 

“The problem of cults demands immediate attention 
from church, clergy, parents and youth,’’ said Father 
Lawrence Gesey, associate pastor at St. Anthony of 


. Padua in Baltimore and youth minister with MOCA. 


“The diocese needs to set up educational programs and a 
referral service.’’ 

THE WAY offers an intense religious experience, a 
loving atmosphere and a simplistic lifestyle, said Father 
Gesey. As a preventative measure to keep young adults 
from joining a cult such as The Way, Father Gesey said, 


Pope hits divorce, abortion 
in visit to tiny San Marino 


SAN MARINO, San Marino (NC) — Making the 
15th foreign trip of his four-year pontificate, Pope John 
Paul II told Catholics in tiny San Marino to retain the 
republic’s bans on divorce and abortion, 


Some 50,000 people gathered in San Marino, about 
one-tenth the size of New York City, to welcome the 
62-year-old pope Aug. 29 for a four-hour combination 
state and pastoral visit. i 


TO A CROWD of 30,000 people gathered in a stadium 
for an outdoor Mass, the pontiff said San Marino’s 
ancient religious tradition requires that it maintain ‘‘a 
Christian morality not just superficial and exterior.”’ 


“The Church can neither change nor lessen its own 
teaching on marriage ahd the family,’’ said John Paul. 
“It deplores every attempt both against the unity of 
matrimony and against its indissolubility, such as 
divorce.”’ 


Pope John Paul also said marriage ‘‘must be open to 
the transmission of human life’’ and ‘‘respectful of (life) 
from the moment of conception.”’ 


IN SAN MARINO, a collection of several towns with 
about 14,000 residents and 7,000 non-resident citizens, 
abortion is illegal and divorce is not allowed. 


Married couples can receive civil annulments through 
the Communist-run government, but the criteria for 
granting such annulments are identical to those for 
Church annulments. 

San Marino was founded in the fourth century as a 
refuge for early Christians and claims to be the oldest 
republic in the world. It is completely surrounded by the 
territory of Italy, where abortion and divorce are legal. 


SAN DIEGO — Sacred Heart Academy students 
may participate in a special milk program offered by 
the state Office of Child Nutrition Services.

During their ambassadorships, Way members will 
“‘witness’’ at shopping malls, school campuses, military 
bases and other public areas where they are free to preach 
about the ‘‘Power For Abundant Living’’ course — for 
48 hours a week in addition to their jobs. WOWers also 
send at least 10 per cent of their income to the group’s 
headquarters in New Knoxville; Ohio, while receiving no 
financial support from the organization. 


Unlike the Hare Krishnas with their shaved heads, 
exotic robes and hard-sell approach, Way members 
present a neat appearance and follow instructions set forth 


by the WOW ambassador handbook. 


THE HANDBOOK says: ‘‘Truth never has té be 
defended. The best offense is to answer a question with a 
question. ’’ And under a section titled “‘technique,’’ 
points noted are: ‘‘Show the person you love him: 
compliment him — reinforce his good points...tell him 
the answer to his questions are in the PFAL class, tell him 
to act, sign up and make the donation (register).’’ 


“‘Cult members are not weirdos,’’ said Mrs. Conroy. 
“The majority are idealistic, intelligent, single, middle- 
class young people, many of them searching for the 
Lord.’’ 


But social scientists agree that more than any other 
factor, the need for love and friendship during the 
transition from adolescence to adulthood is what lures 
young people into cults, 

“‘WHO ISN’T looking for love and acceptance,”’ 
commented Mrs. Conroy. ‘‘ Adolescence is a time of 
growth and pulling away from parents. But young people 


have to be better informed about their faith and need a - 


better understanding of what is right and wrong.” 


Father Gesey points out that the Church too needs to be 
better informed. ‘‘There is an extreme ignorance on the 
part of the Church in dealing with the dangers and 
implications of cult membership. But the Church cannot 
be blamed since cults are so sophisticated and devious at 
keeping a low profile.’’ 

Dennis Neal, director of Youth Services at the Catholic 
Pastoral Center in Denver, and a leader in youth ministry 
for 21 years, said, ‘‘We in the Catholic Church can say 
we have positive Christian programs and center ourselves 
on Jesus Christ.’’

Our Lady of Czestochowa 
symbol of Polish freedom 


JASNA GORA, Poland — Our Lady of Czestochowa, 
queen of Poland, a 600-year-old icon, has been linked for 
centuries to political developments in the country and h. ° 
been a focal point of resistance by the Polish nation to 
domination by alien ideologies and foreign powers. 


The wooden icon was brought to Czestochowa from the 
Ukraine by Prince Ladislaus Opolszyk, who built a chapel 
for it at Jasna Gora (Hill of Light) and established a 
monastery of Pauline Fathers to care for it. ~ 


ACCORDING TO tradition, the icon was painted by 
St. Luke on a tablet made by St. Joseph, and was brought 
from Jerusalem to Constantinople and about 998 was 
brought to Kiev and then to the Ukraine. 


Three cuts on the virgin’s right cheek are said to have 
been made by robbers in 1430, and the monastery has 
withstood a long succession of wars and by the 18th 
century had become the symbol of Polish nationalism. 

The Polish King John III Sobieski kept vigil there with 
his knights in 1683 before setting out for the battle which 
saved Vienna (and all of Europe) from the Turks, and the 


icon was crowned in 1717 in the name of Pope Clement 
XI. 


CZESTOCHOWA FELL to the Russians in 1813 
after Poland suffered more than a century of invasions at ° 
the hands of Sweden, Prussia and France. The icon was 


-eventually returned, and has been invoked by Poles in 


times of national crisis, including invasions by the Soviets 
and the Nazis. 


On June 4, 1979, Pope John Paul II visited the shrine 
during his first trip to Poland after his election as Bishop 
of Rome. The midday Mass attracted hundreds of 
thousands of visitors, and further strained the tense 
relations between the Roman Catholic Church to which 
almost all Poles belong, and the Communist government. 


Our Lady of Czestochowa is symbolic, too, of the 


Solidarity labor union which continues to defy 
Communist rule in Poland. 
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IRA delays Brit pullout, 
says Bp. Daly of Derry | 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. (NC) — Bishop 
Edward Daly of Derry, Northern Ireland, 
has called on Britain to withdraw from 
Northern Ireland. 


‘‘The artificial political entity that is 
Northern Ireland has been a disaster for 
Ireland and for Britain,’’ the bishop said 
in an interview in the Redwood Crozier, 
newspaper of the Santa Rosa Diocese. ‘‘It 
has not worked and cannot work.”’ 


‘‘SUCH A STATE,”’ Bishop Daly 
continued, ‘‘can only be sustained 
through injustice and oppressive 
legislation. The Westminster (British) 
government, sooner or later, must 
understand that the best interests of all the 
people living in Ireland, and, indeed, the 
best interests of the British people, can be 
best served by the coming together of the 
Irish people as a whole in one 
independent state. 


‘*The border that was arbitrarily drawn 
through Ireland, and, incidentally, 
through my diocese and some of the 
parishes in my diocese is an anachronism. 
It has distorted political development in 
Ireland, North and South. It has also 
served to distort ecumenical 
development. as 


“J do not advocate,’’ he said, ‘‘an 
immediate, instant withdrawal by 
Britain. Such a withdrawal would have to 
be carefully phased over a stated number 
of years, accompanied by the 
establishment of cast-iron guarantees.’’ 


THE PROVINCIAL parliament of 
Northern Ireland, located at Stormont in 
Belfast, was dominated from 1922 to 1972 
by the Unionist Party, representing the 
Protestant majority in the province who 
want to remain in the United Kingdom. 
Since 1972, Northern Ireland has been 
ruled directly from London.

The bishop said the violence of the 
Provisional Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), an outlawed guerrilla organization 
fighting to end British rule in Northern 
Ireland, will only postpone a British 
withdrawal. 


‘Britain has used violence in Ireland 
for many centuries, but that violence has 
never succeeded in changing the deeply 
felt aspirations of the Irish people. 
Violence inflicted on the British or on the 
Protestant Unionist community in the 
North will not succeed in changing their 
attitudes either.” 

MOST PEOPLE in Ireland 
completely disagree with the means by 
which the Provisional IRA seek to achieve 
a united Ireland, Bishop Daly said. ‘“The 
IRA have only succeeded in further 
dividing the Irish people.”’ 

Describing the IRA as hostile to the 
Catholic Church, the bishop said its 
members ‘‘completely ignore appeals 
made by the Church for an end to 
violence, and even the appeal of the Holy 
Father made during his visit to Ireland in 
197972 

BISHOP DALY said the IRA receives 
little financial support from the Catholics 
in the areas where it operates. 


Noting that Irish Americans have in 
the past contributed to the IRA, he said: 
‘Before anyone would make further 
contributions of this nature, I would ask 
them do they approve of the cruel 
murders of innocent people, men, women 
and children, of the intimidation of whole 
communities. These were the things the 
British did in Ireland and, in some 
instances, continue to do. This is what the 
IRA is doing.’’ : 

‘The IRA simply adds to the agony of 
people living in the North,’’ Bishop Daly 
said. 


SAN LUIS REY — A Mass of 
Thanksgiving will be celebrated next 
Sunday, Sept. 5 at 2 p.m. in the Mission 
parish center chapel here to mark the final 
profession of vows of Sister Judy Niday as 
a Sister of the Precious Blood.

Sister pleads ‘not guilty’ to child abuse 


WHITTIER, Calif. (NC) — School 
Sister of Notre Dame Lourdine Sok, a 
former teacher at St. Hilary’s Elementary 
School in Pico Rivera, pleaded not guilty 
in Whittier Criminal Court Aug. 24 to 
two counts of misdemeanor child abuse. 


The entrance of a plea by School Sister 
of Notre Dame Urban Maureen Molitor, 
principal of the school, to one charge of 
failure to report child abuse, was 
postponed. 


THE LOS ANGELES district attor- 
ney’s office complaint alleges that Sister 
Sok threw a nine-year-old girl against the 
wall and hit an eight-year-old boy in the 
stomach, pulled his hair, pinched him, 
stomped on his foot and grabbed him by 
the cheeks to lift him. ;

The complaint against Sister Sok was 
filed June 9 and is punishable by a $500 
fine or six months in jail. A hearing is set 
for Sept. 24. 


Both Sister Sok and Sister Molitor have 
been reassigned by their order and will 
not return to St. Hilary’s. They remain 
free on their own recognizance. 


PARENTS AND students from St. 
Hilary’s have sued the school, Sister Sok, 
Sister Molitor, a lay teacher and 20 
others. The group of 77 parents and 
students filed a $3.2 million lawsuit in 
May charging the staff with abusing 
Hispanic students. 

The suit alleged that physical abuse 
occurred and that students were called 
‘‘unteachable,’’ ‘‘liars,’’ ‘‘animals,’’ and 
“stupid.’’

Capitulo I 


La Iglesia ha nacido con este fin: 
propagar el reino de Cristo en toda la 
tierra para gloria de Dios Padre, y hacer 
asi a todos los hombres participes de la 
redencidn salvadora y, por medio de 
ellos, ordenar realmente todo el universo 
hacia Cristo. Toda la actividad del 
Cuerpo mistico, dirigida a este fin, recibe 
el nombre de apostolado, el cual la Iglesia 
lo ejerce por obra de todos sus miembros, 
aunque de diversas maneras. La vocacién 
cristiana es, por su misma naturaleza, 
vocacidn también al apostolado. Asi como 
en el conjunto de un cuerpo vivo no hay 
miembros que se comportan de forma 
meramente pasiva, sino que todos 
participan en la actividad vital del cuerpo, 


_de igual manera en el Cuerpo mistico de 


Cristo, que es la Iglesia, todo cuerpo crece 
segun la operacion propia de cada uno de sus 
miembros (Eph, 4, 16). No sdlo esto. Es tan 
estrecha la conexién y trabazdén de los 
miembros en este Cuerpo (cf. Eph 4, 16), 
que el miembro que no contribuye segtin 
su propia capacidad al aumento del 
cuerpo debe reputarse como intitil para la 
Iglesia y para si mismo. 


Hay en la Iglesia diversidad de 
ministerios, pero unidad de misién. A los 
Apéstoles y a sus sucesores les confiridé 
Cristo el encargo de ensefiar, de 
sanctificar y de regir en su propio nombre 
y autoridad. Los seglares, por su parte, al 
haber recibido participacién en el 
ministerio sacerdotal, profético y real de 
Cristo, cumplen en la Iglesia y en el 
mundo la parte que les atafie en la misién 
total del Pueblo de Dios.

Por consiguiente, a todos los cristianos 
se impone la gloriosa tarea de trabajar 
para que el mensaje divino de la salvacién 
sea conocido y aceptado en todas partes 
por todos los hombres. 


PARA PRACTICAR este apostolado, 
el Espiritu. Santo, que obra la 
sanctificacién del Pueblo de Dios por

sacramentos, da también a los fieles (cf. 1 
Cor. 12, 7) dones peculiares, 
distribuyéndolos a cada uno segtn su voluntad 
(1 Cor 12, 11), de forma que todos y cada 
uno, segtn la gracia recibida, ponténdola al 
servicio de los demds, sean también ellos 
buenos administradores de la multiforme gracia 
de Dios (1 Petr. 4, 10), para edificacién de

According to the late media pundit 
Marshall McLuhan, television would 
make us all citizens of the Global Village, 
as conscious of what was happening in 
Peking or El Salvador as of what was 
happening in our own hore town. 
Trying to make good that sense of 
international awareness is Global Report, 
the BBC documentary airing Saturday, 
Sept. 11, 8-10 p.m., on KPBS, Channel 
15 in San: Diego. 


Looking at 1981 from the perspective of 
the world’s ordinary people instead of 
their governments, the program focuses 
on five individuals and their efforts for a 
better life. Each of these human vignettes 
has interest in itself, but their larger 
purpose is to personalize issues of concern 


for the entire human family: health, : 


population, food, jobs and values. 


THE SECTION dealing with food, for 
instance, was shot in Honduras where 


peasants farm the poor soil of 


mountainsides while looking down on the 
fertile valleys owned by rich farmers and 
U.S. fruit companies. Santos Hernandez, 
a’ peasant farmer, explains what 
happened when his village voted to plant 
crops in some uncultivated valley land: 
they were expelled three days later. 


According to the program, 80 percent 
of the land in Honduras is owned by three 
percent of its people. It exports top 
quality fruit for the Western world and 
yet half of its children are malnourished. 
The need for agrarian reform is as 
obvious here as elsewhere in Central 
America and ‘the program ends on the
